Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant summarized the teachings of Berg as providing for several 
types of filtering including: 1) filtering by the type of equipment, column 3, lines 55-59; 2) filtering based on severity, 
column 3, lines 60-66; 3) filtering based on priority, column 4, lines 10-14); and 4) filtering based on what Berg calls 
"correlation", column 4, lines 24-47. In general, the Examiner was in agreement with Applicant's characterization of the 
reference. 

The interview focused on item 3 of Applicant's proposed agenda, "analyzing a property representing an interest group". 
In the discussion. Figures 3A, 3B and 3C were referenced in order to gain a better understanding of Applicant's 
invention including this limitation. As rejected, an "interest group" is associated with the type of equipment. In 
Applicant's specification the term "interest group" is business group, which don't exclude types of equipment. Rather 
than haggle over a limiting definition of "interest group". Applicant emphasized that the present invention provides for 
added level of customization using "interest groups". Such that a filter criteria associated with an "interest group", i.e. 
group ID, is used to detemnine whether to report alerts or events. 

The interview concluded with the Examiner encouraging Applicant to include the multiplicity of filter criteria (in the 
Examiner's words) and "level of customization" (in Applicant's words) to the claims to further clarify "interest groups". 
These changes should advance prosecution in a direction towards allowance. Understanding that an updated search 
of the prior art would be required.
